“I like to do a job well when I 
do it. It is fruitless for me to at- 
tempt to do # in an offhand way 
without an opportunity to study 
the voluminous records.

The undue haste with 
which the Board has acted in 
these cases demonstrated its ut- 
ter disregard for the lack of evi- 
dence to substantiate the charges 
os ‘subversive activities!’ 

“Instead, matters of opinion 
have become the test by which 
the Board arrived at its decisions. 
Prejudice and préjudgment have 
been substituted for the dem- 
cratic process by the various 
trial committees.” 

Pointing out that the Board took 
the lead from the Rapp-Coudert 
Committee, the statement con- 
tinued. 

“The Board has capitulated to 
the appeasers and the Christian 
Front elements which have 80 
ardently supported the Coudert 
Committee in its drive against 
teachers, well known for their 
progressive and anti-fascist ac- 
tivities. The Board is thereby as- 
sisting in creating a breach on 
the common front against Hit- 
lerism. The Board further makes 
it doubly difficult for teachers 
and studénts in the city colleges 
to mobilize their forces for their 
proper role in national defense.”

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Tract to Attention of President

WASHINGTON, D. C., Aug. 26.— Army morale has 
been coming in for alot of attention in the press lately. 
But one of the most important aspects of this problem— 
the spread of fascist propaganda among the nation’s new citizen army 
of 1,530,000 soldiers—has been virtually ignored. 
The Fight for Freedom Committee has called to the attention of 


President Roosevelt the pro-Nazi character of a 15-page manual circu- . 


lated to the soldiers of the Stcond Army who are now engagéd in 
maneuvers in Louisiana and Arkansas. 

Exposure of this manual highlights the fact that even some mem- 
bers of the Army’s officer personne] seem to be bitten by the bug of 

anti-democratic. ideas which can only disrupt Army morale and give 
aid and comfort to the Nazis. 
IN GOEBBELS’ IMAGE 

In protesting to administration officials against the Second Army 
manual, Bishop Henry W. Hobson, chairman of the Fight for Freedom 
Committee, declared that this document “might well have deen written 
by Goebbels.” 

Bishop Hobson pointed out that “the elimination of such materials 
from the Army curriculum would be of infinite value in improving the 
morale of the Army.” 

A fictitious conflict between Almat.and Kotmk is the subject matter 
of the manual, and the avowed purpose of this little make-believe tale 
is to give the soldiers political, background material which will make 
their maneuvers more “realistic,” 

There is, however, only a thin veneer of fiction over this parable 
of Almat and Kotmk, Kotmk is plainly identified as Nazi Germany, 
while Almat is described as France. 

RIDICULES DEMOCRACY ! 

The significant thing is that Kotmk is painted in glowing colors 
and its aggressive moves justified, while the trade unions and the 
democraic institutions of Almat are held up to ridicule and attacked. 

Nothing in the manual contributes to that understanding of the 


necessity for defeating Hitlerism which can be the only genuine basis 


for strong Army morale. On the contrary, the manual can only con- 
fuse and undermine the morale of the Second Army, 

Perhaps even more serious than this manual is the fact that recent 
steps taken by the War Department in an apparent effort to offset 
public criticism of Army morale do not appear to go to the root prob- 
lem of halting fascist propaganda and improving political education 
in the armed forces. 

Secretary of War Henry L. Stimson has appointed Frederick H. 
Osborn of New York as chief morale officer of the Army with the 
rank of Brigadier General. 

But evidence, available here raises grave doubts as to whether 

Osborn's record qualifies him for this difficult and important task. 

For 17 years, from 1921 to 1938, the Army's new morale officer 
wasa partner in the Wall Street banking and brokerage firm of Gray- 
son M. P. Murphy & Co. 

IN A FASCIST PLOT 

And it so happens that Grayson M. P. Murphy was publicly identi- 
fied several years ago as a key figure in a fascist plot by the late 
General Smedley Butler, | 

General Butler charged that Murphy had acted on behalf of an 
important Wall Street group in offering him substantial sums of money 
to lead a fdscist- march on Washington to seize the capital and depose 
President Roosevelt. ‘ | 

Osborn was at that time a partner in Murphy's firm. 

It is certainly worth finding out whether he was involved in 
fascist activity, and to what extent he shared his partner's political 
and social us. 

Osborn’s background as a corporation executive and Wall Street 
broker does not in any event seem to equip him for the job of com- 
batting anti-democratic propaganda and of building the morale of an 
anti-Hitler citizen army. 

The new morale officer is a director of such important firms as 
Intercontinental Rubber, Fifth Ave. Bank and Schieffelin and Co. 

As far as can be seen, his performance here as chairman of the 
Joirt Army and Navy Committee of Welfare and Recreation and as 
head of the deferment set-up of Selective Service has not been 
particularly ‘distinguished. 

Osborn showed none of the initiative and drive necessary for his 
new job, and seemed to serve primarily as an inactive and obliging 
front for some of the Army's more conservative and hidebound officers. 

Appointment by Secretary Stimson of Major General John P. 
O’Ryan, retired, as one of three civilian advisers on National Guard 
and Reservists was also not particularly reassuring. 

OUTSTANDING PRO-FASCIST 

O’Ryan—who will advise Stimson on some of the morale problems 
of the National Guard and Reserves—has long been regarded here as 
one of the Army’s outstanding reactionaries and pro-fascists. 

When he was police chief of New York, O’Ryan had special classes 
in Elizabeth Dilling’s Red Network conducted for his men. 

The general's brief career in municipal government terminated 
shortly after it was discovered. that Mayor LaGuardia was prominently 
identified as a “Red” in Mrs. Dilling’s masterpiece. 

During the Soviet-Finnish war, O’Ryan was active in the hysterical 
propaganda drive against the Soviet Union as head of Fighting Funds 
for Finland. . 

As recently as Jan. 2, 1941, O’Ryan was named in the State 
Department's list of foreign agents. as a result of his services for 
Japanese financial groups. 

Men like Osborn and O’Ryan do not exactly seem to qualify as 
morale-builders of a democratic, anti-fascist army. 

The necessity for prompt action to meet the threat of fascist 
propaganda in the armed forces is clearly illustrated by the Second 
Army manual. 

Author of this pro-Nazi tract is Major R. A. Griffin of the Second 
Army. , , 

. But it is worth pointing out that the commander of the Second 
Army is none other than General Ben Lear, more popularly known 
as the Yoo-Hoo General. ' 

| LAUDS NAZI REGIME 

Instead of pointing to Nazism’s menace to all free peoples, the 
manual includes passages describing the Nazi regime in the most 
favorable light such as the following: 

“The vigor of the young people of Kotmk was so pronounced 
that medical authorities all over the world held the Kotmk gov- 
ernment’s pi u up as the finest ever dévised in the strength- 
ening of the race.” 3 | 
That little phrase about “strengthening of the race” sounds 

strangely similar to the type of ranting which is so familiar to those 
who have dipped into Mein Kampf or other Nazi writings.

A Faithful Upholder 


Of the Labor Act 


» Edwin S. Smith’s five-year term as a 
member of the National Labor Relations 
Board has just expired and it is rumored 
from Washington that President Roosevelt 
may not reappoint him, despite the CIO’s 
request to that effet. 

Leaders of the AFL Executive Council 
and also the open-shoppers have been gun- 


ning for Smith. Pressure from these same 


two sources has already resulted in the ap- 
pointment of two NLRB members, Millis 
and Leiserson, who take the enforcement of 
the Wagner Act very lightly, to say the 
least. 

In fact, since the appointment of these 
two men, there has been something of a 
complacency on the part of the Board ma- 
jority to the revival of company unionism 
which the Wagner Act was originally in- 
tended to outlaw. There has also been 
evident an animus against industria] unions 
in the mass production industries. 

In urging the re-appointment of Smith, 
President Philip Murray of the CIO wrote 
to President Roosevelt that “in the face of 
the most vicious attacks from anti-labor 
groups against the National Labor Rela- 
tions Act, Smith has refused to engage in 
any appeasement at the expense of the 
workers but has courageously continued to 
enforce the mandate of Congress.” 

Most people, especially trade unionists, 
will agree that at least one member of the 
Labor Board should believe in faithfully up- 
holding the Wagner Act and will join Philip 
Murray in urging Smith’s re-appointment.

Education of three City College teachers 


supposedly for “subversive activities,” is as 
dangerous as it is shocking.

“MOSCOW, Aug. 26, — Pogroms worse 


than those of Czarsit Russia menace Jews 
throughout the ‘world in the event of a Hit- 
ler victory, warned Ilya Ehrenburg, famous 


- Russian Jewish author, in an appeal to 


American Jews at the meeting held, here 
Sunday. 


In his speech to the Jewish People’s 
Meeting Ehrenburg pointed to the cultural 
atrocities the Nazis have ‘committed in ad- 
dition to the physical horrors’ perpetrated 
upon the populations of conquered terri- 
tories, Jew and non-Jew alike. 

Ehrenburg’s complete speech follows: 

“As a boy I witnessed a Jewish pogrom. It was 
engineered by the Ozarist police and by a gang of 
rufians. But the Russian people gave the Jews 
shelter. They were not to blame for the pogroms 
and Jews know this. This was.shown by Leo Tol- 
stol’s famous article, ‘I Can't Remain Silent,’ con-

NO MORE POGROMS 


“Never did 1 hear the Jews speaking evil of the 
Russian people, Having won liberty, the Russian 
people forgot about the persecution of the Jews and 
& generation has grown up which does not even know 
the word, ‘pogrom.’ 

11 grew up in a Russian city and Russian is my 
native tongue, I am a Russian writer and today, like 
all Russians, I am defending my native country. 


“But the Nazis have reminded me of something 
else: That my mother was called Hannah, that I am 
a Jew. I say this with pride. Hitler hates us more 
than anyone else and that is to our credit.
